ROCGH WEATHER EAST, 


While Nevada is basking in sunshine 


and, in fact, in need of more moisture 
from the clouds, the weather east of 
the Eocky Mountains is unusually 
severe for April. Blizzards are preva- 
lent in Minnesota and the Dakotas, 
and cyclones are playing havoc in 
Kansas. 
Blinding snow storms have 


raged in Wisconsin and Michigan, as 
much as two feet of snow having fallen 
on Monday aud Tuesday in some parts 
of those States.

Amoiu 
the number is the Union Pacific. Tbi- 
road, which owes the 
Government 


about $70,000,000, is now managed bv 
men appointed by the United State 
Court. One of these testified in cour 
that while he had approved the app i- 
cation of the receivers for $18,000 t 
year, yet as an olficial of the roue 
previous to its insolvency his salar, 
did not exceed $10,000 a year.

The Industrial Army a Bone of 
Con- 


tention. 


OGDEN, April 11.—Nine o'clock this 


morning was set by Judge Miner last 
night as the time of deciding the ques- 
tion of modifying the order of the 
court BO as to permit the United States 
Marshal to remove the Industrial Army 
from the Territory. Attorneys Marshal 
and Boyle of the Southern Pacific ap- 
peared before the Judge and obtained 
permission to m&ke a lengthy argu- 
ment against the supplemental order 
and asked a continuation of the case. 
The continuation was strongly opposed 
by the attorneys and consumed an 
hour in the argument and the question 
is still undecided. 


The following dispatch was received 


this morning: "San Francisco, April 
10th. To Hon. O. W. Wast and S. W. 
Knapp, Ogden:—Yours received. You 
have been misinformed as I am quite 
sure neither the police or officers of 
California loaded men into the cars. 
We were asked to hanl the men free 
and refused, but agreed to give them 
reduced rates as many of them were 
desirous of reaching their homes in the 
east. We believe that after a careful 
consideration your people will do what 
they can to help them to their destina- 
tion, as they have no inducement to 
-eturn west. Am sure their condition 
will be improved when they get into 
the large field of labor east of the 
Mississippi river. As a matter of com- 
mon humanity we should help them on 
t ieir way. Our company jan do noth- 
ing, as it is not organized for charity 
but for business, but personally - will 
coatribute $100 towards helping them.

The Verdict of the Coroner's Jury, 
The Belmont Courier gives a detailed 


account of the suicide of Adam Mc- 
Lean, the verdict of the Coroner's jury 
and the amount of his defalcation from 
which the^ folio wing are extracts: 


TOOK POISON. 


" Adam McLean, for over 21 years 


Treasurer of Nye county, Nevada, com- 
mitted suicide in his office about 8 
o'clock on Monday morning last by 
swallowing a large dose of strychnine. 
Soon after taking the dose Deputy 
Sheriff J. W. Power entered the 
office 


and found the Treasurer lying on the 
Joor and in spasms. Mr. Power imme- 
diately gave the alarm, and in a few 
minutes the room was filled with citi- 
zens. In answer to inquiries the Treas- 
urer confessed that he had swallowed 
poison. Antidotes were administered 
;o counteract the effects of the poison, 
but all efforts to save his life proved 
utile. He died about 9"o'clock A. M. 


TUB COEONEB'S VEBDICT. 


Coroner Thomas D. Beaty impaneled 


a jury consisting of Thomas Warbur- 
ton, A. J. Anderson, Val Bick, C. W. 
Anderson, William Potts and M. W. 
ilsser, who, after due inquiry, found 
he following verdict: 
In the matter of inquisition upon the 


sody of Adam McLean, deceased. 


We, the undersigned, the jurors sum- 


moned to appear before Thomas D. 
Beaty, the Coroner of Nye county, Ne- 
vada, oti the 2nd day of April, 1894, to 
nquire into the cause of the death of 
Adam McLean, found dead at the court- 
house of saicLcounty on this day, bav- 
ng been duly sworn according to law, 
and having made such inquisition after 
nspecting the body and hearing the 
estimony adduced, upon our oaths, 
iach and all do say, that the deceased 
was named Adam McLean, that he was 
a native of Scotland, aged about 68 


ears; that became to his death on the 


2d day of April, 1894, by poison admin- 
stered by his own hand. 


And that we believe the same to have 


been so administered intentionally and 
or the purpose of self-destruction.
